It reports 
that the pirates, whose numbers were 
variously estimated at from <) to 100 
and who were armed with revolvers, | 
came on board at Hongkong last night 
disguised as passengers bound for

The Talon was three hours out 
from Hongkong and was just outside 
British quarters and entering the Can- 
ton‘Tiver delta, whcn the pirates rose.

LATE BAB.’ RAISES QUIBBLE 


Born Seven Weeks After the First, Can 


She be Considered a Twin? 
London, England.—All the known 
baby records have been beaten by the 
wife of a workman at Barrow, a small 
manufacturing village near Clitherce, 
Lanes. On February 24, of this year 
she gave birth toa son. Both moth- 
er and child did well, but interesting 
developments seemed highly  prob- 
able, and recently another child a girl, 
was born. 

The existence of a baby boy who is 
only some seven weeks older than his 
baby eister threatens to raise prob- 
lems which will make the Barrows ba- 
bles famous, From the medical 
point of view they are twins. Re- 
garded from the cold standpoint of 
Greenwich time they have missed 
their twinship by six full weeks. 

Is the last arrival a belated twin, 
or is she a separate clild—a sort of 
encore baby, as it were? 

Here is a question which will keep 
the insurance commissioners busy for 
a week. On the arrival of Baby No. 
1 the father probably applied for the 
maternity benefit of thirty shillings. 
Now according to the non-twin sec- 
tion, he is entitled to receive another 
thirty shillings. On the other hand 
if these are twins the second baby 
should be thrown in, for twins count 
as one, according to the insurance 
commissioners. 

The house surgeons at Queex Char- 
lott’s Lying-in Ifospital said that the 
case of the Barro. babies was most 
remarkable, but-they agreed that the 
children were twins. 

Cases of belated twin births are 
known, sald one of the dcctors, but 
the fact that such a long period as 
six weeks has elapsed between the 
two births makes this case extremely 
interesting. 


FRANCE ‘TO HAVE TROOPS 


The Old Roman Idea to be Followed 
In Making a New Army ° 
Paris, France.— For some time 
past there has been a very strong feel- 
ing in France, among those responsi 
ble for her safety, that the colonial 
army and ths colonial government 
generally :eed reorganization, and ef- 
forts will be made to make of Algiers, 
Tunis, and ultimately Morocco, some- 

thing even better than colonies. 

Nothing 1s known of the details of 
the scheme which is under consider- 
ation, but it is understood that the 
broad lines are those of the ancient 
Roman colonization. 

Germans who have lived here many 
years say quite openly that before long 
France will have to fight for her ex- 
istence because Germany, now that 
the ‘Drang nach Osten’ (pressure to- 
wards the East) has been stopped 
by the unexpected growth of the Balk- 
ans and the disappearance of Turkey, 
will be forced to press toward the 
west. These bellefs are peculiarly 
interesting because of course, the pre- 
sence of German troops and a German 
fleet at Dunkirk would not be over 
pleasing to Great Britain. 

There are also disquieting rumors 
in Paris of German action in Tunis, 
Algiers and Morocco, It 1s said that 
German agents have for some time 
been very busily at work stirring up 
the Arabs and the Musslemans gen- 
erally against Frai -. domination, 

Their work has been comparatively 
easy, for they insist on the fact that 
the Germans are the friends of Tur- 
key, with whom Arab sympathies are 
strong, and there is notably {in Tunis 
a very strong «nti-French undercur- 
rent, 

Curiously enough, in M. Lavenden's 
play, ‘Servir,’ one of the ‘our plays 
which have revently helped on an out- 
burst of patriotic fervor here, the work 
of German secret agents in Morocco 
{1s made the reason of war between 
France and Germany. 


FIERCE DUEL IN PARIS 


Journalist and Deputy Are Antagonis- 
tlc and Bach Means Business 

Paris, France.—A flerce and pro- 
longed duel with swords took place at 
Neuilly, a eurburb of Paris, recently, 
between M. Berthoulat, the brilliant 
and clever editor of La Liberte, and 
M. Ceccaldl, the well-known Radical- 
Socialist deputy. The affair arose 
out of some articles published in La 
Liberte after the recent debate in the 
chamber on the amnesty question, 

When the adversaries met on the 
fleld M, Ceccahi! first began to make 
violent thrusts at his opponent’s face, 
but these were adroitly parried. 
Once M. Berthoulat’s sword touched 
the ground and the director «? the af- 
fair at once cried halt! 

M. Ceccaldt stopped at once, but 
M. Berthoulat, carried away by his 
feelings, did not respond to the com- 
mand, «nd his sword plerced M, Cec- 
caldi's shoulder. In spite of the in- 
jury, M. Ceccald! insisted on céntin- 
ulng the duel. 

More fur'ous than ever before, the 
fight was resumed, M, Berthoulat for 
the most part, remaining on the de- 
fensive. Soon, however, he was again 
the aggressor, and he inflicted a wound 
on M, Ceccaldi’s chest. 

The seconds at once intervened and 
the fight was stopped. The surgeons 
in attendance found that the right! 
lung had been penetrated. Late in 
the evening a bulletin was {scued. In 
this the surgeons say that although 
both M. Ceccaldi's wounds are dep, 
no complications have as yet arisen.

How the Federal Reserves are Being 
Developed 


The Dominion Forest Service has 
progressed farther tha:. any other ser- 


.vice In Canada in the laying out of 
forest reserves and providing for their 


proper administration, Sixteen mil 
lion acres have been definitely set 
apart by Act of Tl’'arliament to be ad- 
ministered as forest reserves. Addl- 
tional areas are being examined each 
year, and some six million acres ad- 
ditional are now under temporary re- 
servation and will shortly be added to 
tho reserves set apart by statute, 
The mere setting apart of reserves, 
though an {mportant step, {4 only a 


preliminary one. Although, unfor- 
tunately, in some cases it has not 
been realized that anything fur- 


Ther is necessary, this mistake has not 
been made in the federal administra 
tion. 

Tho reserves have been organized 
by appointing an inspector in charge 
for each of the western provinces. 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thoroughly technical train- 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability. In each 
of the inspection districts the reserves 
areas are laid out in units or forests 
each under charge of a_ technically 
trained man or a man experienced In 
timber administration. Twelve such 
divisions haye already been establish- 
ed, and others are being organized 
and manned with forest rangers as 
the development of the reserves and 
the fire danger may render nec sssary. 
These divisions do not include patrol 
outside of forest reserves on the large 
area of forest not included therein. 
In such areas there are In addition 
twelve patrol divisions each under 
charge of a chief fire ranger. 

On each of the forests, houses have 
been erected for the forest rangers 
so that they may be close to their 
work and give {t careful supervision. 
At different points throughout the for- 
est, huts have been erected as head- 
quarters for summer patrols and in 
some of the more Inaccessible dis- 
tricts. 470 miles of trails and roads 
have been con:tructed so as to make 
the reserves more accessiblu, 10 
bridges have been constructed, and 
100 miles of telephone have Leen put 
in operation. A much enlarged pro- 
gramme of such improvement work 
has been laid out for the coming year. 

A conference of the Inspectors was 
recently held at Ottawa to plan the 
work for the com{ g season and the 
construction work on the reserves will 
be pushed as rapidly as possi.'> so as 
to have the reserves made immure 
from fire, as they are in Europe, in 
the shortest possible time.

This 
clover sod is used for our corn crop, 
and tn this way we plow up the entire 
tilluble urea every three years.

der threo days of age, Simply clip 
away the bair surrounding the small 
buttons tbat are the future horns and 
rub on caustic potash until the skin 
bleeds slightly, If the work 1s prop- 
erly done a dent can be felt in the 
skull after a few days, and no borns 
will ever develop. Deborning of 
grown animals should be done tn fil 
or winter, when there are no files to 
bother the wound,—Farm Press.

In raising draft borses a wise selec- 
tion of breeding stock is of the must 
importance. Drafters of heavy welght,

inferior or unsound breeding stock, 
writes M, Watson in the National 
Stockman. First of all, n good brovd 


mare should be sound and free from all 
| defects, A sound innre of fairly good, 
wide, drafty type, even though she 
may not be so very large, If tated 
with the right kind of stallion will 
produce drafters of a high order. Such 
a mare, however, should not be bred 
to a stallion of extreme welght. Bet- 
ter resuits will follow If she is bred to 
the rugged, Leavy boned stallion of me 
dium draft size and the fillies from 
this crossbred to the beavy stallion. 

In breeding draft borses the stallion 
fs of even grenter importance than the 
mare on account of there being sv 
many mares that are nndersized. It is 
important that the stallions shonld he 
of good size and beavy bone, and sound- 
ness ip a stallion sbould he the first 
consideration, It 1s & matter of suc 
prise that farmers do not pay more 
attention to this point both when buy- 
ing a stallion and when breeding their 
mares. They are apt to select a stil- 
Non much as they would a steer, being 
influenced almost entirely by the size 
and appearance of the body, and tov 
little attention is given to the feet and 
legs. It is impossible to bave a good 
draft horse without good feet and the 
legs sound and well placed. ‘There 
never was a time when the light 
boned, undersized draft stalllon was 
60 poor an investment as now. The big, 
strong boned, shapely fellows are those 
that will make the money. When C 
speak of size 1 do not mean weight 
alone. Too many farmers are deceived 
by mese welght. A draft horse af tna- 
turity in good condition shold welgh 
from 1,800 pounds to a ton. 

In the bighest type of draft horse 
of Inte years much more attention bas 
been given to quality and action. There 
{s good reason for this. The drafter 
of good action Is much wore useful on 
the farm than the horse whose great. 
est qualification ts simply welght. 

' While the drafter ts not a driver and 
never will be. be should be a good 
walker and go free and straight at 
the trot In order to be of the greatest 
use on the farm. A man who has a 
pair of mares that move in a straight 
ine and bave a good walk does not:

Quality Is also 
very desirable, It always attracts the 
attention of the buyer and makes the 
horse a remdy seller.

Similar cases have been known in 
Which the only intoxicant tus beep 
strong tea. In fuet, there are instances 
{n inedical books of exceptional people 
{pn whom the constant use of over 
strong, overdrawn tea has brought 
about distinct symptoms of delirium 
tremens. 

Perhaps the most curious sort of tn- 
toxication on record is that in which 
the ouly intoxicant is cold water drip- 
ping from a water tap into the eur, 
In Germany a few years ago quite a 
number of morbid people bad a crav- 
{ng for this curious way of inducing 
drunkenness, but it seems to hnve been 
stumped out.

BURNED BY COLD. 


Liquid Air Will Produce a Worse 
Wound Than Intense Heat, 
Whoever has applied a molstened 
fiuiger to a piece of frosty metal to 
winter well remenibers the painful ex- 
perience thereby gualned of the fact 
that cold as well as heat can blister 

the skin. 

During some experiments In the pro- 
duction of excessively low tempera. 
tures VPictet, the Ivench investigator, 
burned himself with cold several times, 
and the effects were so remarkable that 
te deemed them worthy of description 
lo n body of scientific men, 

It appears that there are two kinds 
or degrees of cold burn. In the case 
of the less severe “burns” the skin at 
tirst turns red, but becomes blue the 
text day. The inflamed spot swells, 
and a period varying from a mouth to 
six weeks elapses before the wound 
beuls, 

When the contact with the cold sub 
stance is longer and more complete a 
burn of the second degree is produced. 
A walignant and stubborn wound ts 
formed, and the process of bealing is 
very slow. 

A drop of liquid air falling on Pie 
tet’s hand produced a cold burn which 
did not completely heal in six months, 
while a scorch from heat accidentally 
inflicted on the same hand and nearly 
at the same time was healed in ten or 
twelve days.—Harper's Weekly.

LOST IN THE DARK IN A MINE. 


Thrilling Experience of a Workman 
Who Found Himself After an Explo- 
sion Alone and Without a Light In 
the Suffocating Coal Hole, 


To be lost In the woods or on the 
plains ts a fearful experience, but there 
the victim has the heavens above him 
and can at least see his way about. 
The terrors of a similar adventure in 
the utter blackness of a gas filled coal 
mine are thus deseribed by a corre 
spondent of the Youth's Companion: 

1 was working alone in a “room” on 
the second south entry of the mine. 
Jt was 5 o'clock, the time for firing the 
afternvon lasts. The man who was 
‘driving’ the entry lighted his fuse 
and cume back through the entry call- 
ing ont ‘Fire!’ One after another the 
other miners set off their blasts and 
came along the entry until they reach- 
ed my room, 1 lighted my fuse, watch- 
ed it sputter for a moment and went 
out into the entry to wait for the blast. 

Several seconds passed, and there 
was mo explosion. My fellow miners 
Pussed out of the entry and left me 
‘lone, | went back into the room and 
found that the blast opening was clog: 
ged so that the tire could not reach the 
powder. | had to remove the tamping 
and recharge the drill hole. By this 
tine the mine was filled with dense, 
xas lnden powder smoke from the other 
blasts. 

In the stifling smoke | recharged the 
hele, tamped ft, Inserted the fuse, 
lighted ft from my head lamp and bur- 
ried to the month of the room, The 
work was bastily done. When the 
powder exploded the rush of air extin- 
guished my Iamp. 

The darkness was absolute, and there 
is no darkness so dense as that of a 
miue. ‘To my consternation I founé 
the matches in my “jockey box” so 
damp that they would not ignite. 
Then I became really alarmed. I was 
two miles under ground without a lighé 
in an atmosphere so heavy with gas 
that it Would not sustain life for any 
length of time. 

1 dashed into the entry, ran against 
f pillar and was knocked nearly sense- 
Jess, 

I staggered to my feet and groped 
down the tunnel. In a coal mine great 
ouken valves or doors close the en- 
trances to the various tunnels. The 
fir enters through the main entry and 
is sucked out of the mine by great 
fans at the opposite end of the mine 
after it bas been distributed through 
the workings by means of these valves 
and crosscuts situated near them. 

I reached a door, pulled it open and 
passed through.

So 1 turned 
back, reached the valve and felt along 
the pillar until I found the other tun- 
nel opening. The gas had by this time 
begun to affect my brain, and 1 reeled 
and staggered as I walked. I left the 
track and walked In the “sump” water 
op to my knees, keeping one band on 
the wall to steady myself, 

I passed through valve after valve 
and tried to keep count, but my brain 
refused to perform tbat simple task. 
At last I pushed through a valve and 
felt a blast of fresh, cold air, With 
that breath of oxygen my reason re- 
turned, With renewel courage I push- 
ed forward. Many times in following 
that life giving current of air 1 plunged 
through narrow cross cuts, stumbled 
over masses of slate, fell into water
